-Genoral Campbell {in charge of tho British 


troops ‘at Tientsin) and the French officer 
General Voyron, onont tho rocont serions 
enconnter between French and German soldiers 
and British police guards and Japanoso soldiers 
at Tientsin. The affair occurred on 2nd June, 
snd three French soldiers wore kifled, while four 
other Fronch and threo Germans wore wounded, 
Wo quoto parts of tho-correspondanco:— 

On.3rd June, General Campbell writes in the 
following terms to General Voyron ;— I have 
the honour to inform you that it is reported to 
mo that lost night o sérious attack was mode 
ot tho soldiers of the English service police 
within tho bounds of the British concession by 
a large namber of Fronch troops, who attacked 
Tho 
police, inferior in numbers, wore compelled: to 
fetire, and the event was that, siirronnded by 
the crowd, they wore foreol to resort to their 
bayonets and thoir riffe-tire to secure their 
personal safety, and the attack did not relax 
until {he moment when the, polica had found 
refuge it an alley, whence, with the assistance 
of the German. police; they’ kept lack their 
assailants until the latter were: dispersed . by 
the arrival of British and German pickets, who 
clearod the street, 

“'T believe several’ French soldiers wero’

“The yeeurrenco of incidents of this kind

“For. the moment, until the court of enquiry 
hes clearly elneidated the matter, und until I 
am able to congult with you as to meagnres fbr

Jn a letter of the sama date as the above, in 
reply to observations made by General Voyron

desire to take méasnres which might constitute 
hindrances to the free aceoss of ull nationalities 
to the British concession, my sim has always 
boon to remave as much as possible all the ob- 
stacles which oxist, To that end. rather than 


make nae of any police from the British forces |.

armies, I have addycrsed myself to the command- 
ing officers of the German und French troops 
desiring that men of their? forges may ¢o- 
oporate with my own police.” .

-Whib dashing along in a. good whole sail 
breeze off Brenton's Reef lightship, Rhodo 
Island, on June 4th. with three lower suils set, 
the big hollow ‘steel mainmast on the yacht 
Constitution, one ofthe two yachts which will 
sail for the honour of defending the American 
Cup. collapsed like a blowpips, throngh the 
sudden breaking ‘of the starboard. and wind. 
ward spreader. The mast broke off only a 
few fot below the. spreader, about three- 
fifths the length of tho mast abovo tho 
deck, ind os ‘the topimast was carried away 
at the sme.time, none of the spars strack tho 
deck ewopt the boom, and the latter hit it only 
lightly, not. injuring the hull atall. None of 
the sais were torn, and all enn be used again. 
Fortumtely three: seamen had just come down 
from tiy masthead, after taking in the club top- 
sails, ntthe wre ckageswopt overboard the seeond 
mate, Edward Nelsen. He vaspronptly hauled on 
board, however, ‘without sustaining more than 
a few bruises. The designer, Nat Herreshoff, 
was othe deck when the mast collapsed, and 
with lim were W. Butler Duncan, the manager 
of theyacht; C. Cliverelsetin, who managed the 
Columbia two years ago, when she sustaincd.a 
similar accident;-Rear Commodore ©. J. F. 
Robimon of the New York Yacht Club, and 


Newbiry ‘Lhorne. All escaped injury. The 
Constitution was to be tuken to Bristol, where 


another steel mast was nearly finished. 

A Bristol (Rhode Island) telegram of May 
21at dscribes the first trial of the Constitution 

Stuling out (the cable says) in a dying-out 
westaly}breeze, she showeil hersalf an excellent 
rifte, while in the afternocu a five southwester 
sent her scndding about the bay in a lively 
fashiw, with little fnss and scarcely any 
feathey foam under ber smooth bow or in hore 
cleanwake. Every point of. siiting was tried. | 
She we hauled flat on the wind, thrown about 
half sdezen times,.givon a géod, broad reach, 
and fiolly sent home before thy wind with her 
Loon all to: port; and at no time did sho act 
Lirthusly. or show say lack of speed. 

Tt was a builders’ trial, and confined to six er 
sevei niles of eep water below Bristol harboar, 
noulkimpt being made to show ber of to the 
Newport colons, but merely to give her desi gnor 
a chaice to seo that sho was all he meant her 
to \, and in every. respect she equalled bis 
expedations: , :
